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SUMMARY  Fv4 

USDA  predicts  that  world  production  of  centrifugal  sugar  (raw  value)  for 
1981/82  will  hit  a  record  96.3  million  metric  tons,  10  percent  greater  than 
the  revised  1980/81  estimate  of  86.9  million  tons.  The  upward  revision  -in 
USDA's  second  estimate  from  the  first  estimate  of  95.8  million  tons  last 
November  is  largely  the  result  of  higher  beet  sugar  production  in  the1 
European  Community  (EC)  and  greater  cane  sugar  output  in  some  of  the  larger1 
producing  countries. 

World  beet  sugar  production  for  1981/82  will  likely  be  35.0  million  tons  (36 
percent  of  estimated  world  sugar  production),  2.6  million  above  1980/81.  The 
bulk  is  concentrated  in  the  United  States  and  Europe  (including  the  USSR) 
where  29.76  million  tons  or  85  percent  of  total  world  output  is  expected  this 
season. 

Estimates  indicate  that  the  European  Community's  sugar  output  for  1981  was 
15.8  million  tons.  This  compares  with  the  initial  November  estimate  of  14.7 
million  and  represents  a  2.9  million  ton  increase  over  the  previous  year's 
output.  Higher  production  in  France,  West  Germany  and  Italy  spurred  the 
overall  upturn  in  the  EC  as  larger  beet  area  and  excellent  weather  produced 
record  crops  in  many  countries.  EC-  sugar  production  accounts  for  45  percent 
of  the  estimated  world  beet  sugar  outturn  for  1981/82.  France,  the  world's 
second  largest  beet  sugar  producer  after  the  USSR,  accounts  for  a  record  5.5 
million  tons  of  the  EC  total. 

USDA  estimates  Soviet  sugar  production  is  6.0  million  tons,  down  1.1  million 
from  its  initial  forecast  and  900,000  tons  from  1980/81.  Poor  seed  resulted 
in  thin  stands  which,  along  with  drought  last  summer,  reduced  the  Soviet  beet 
crop  to  only  60.6  million  tons,  compared  with  79.6  million' a  year  earlier. 


World  cane  sugar  production  for  1981/82  is  also  up  at  61.3  million  tons  (64 
percent  of  estimated  world  sugar  production) ,  12  percent  greater  than 
1980/81.  Production  estimates  for  Cuba,  India,  South  Africa  and  Thailand  are 
all  up  over  earlier  indications.  Brazil,  traditionally  the  world's  largest 
cane  sugar  producer,  is  also  expected  to  produce  a  good  crop  currently 
estimated  at  8.5  million  tons.  Sugar  output  from  these  five  major  producers 
rose  to  an  estimated  28.7  million  tons  or  47  percent  of  total  cane  sugar 
production. 
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World  molasses  production  in  specified  countries  in  1981/82  will  likely  rise 
to  33.8  million  tons,  up  10  percent  from  1980/81.  Non-centrifugal  sugar 
production  in  the  principal  producing  countries  is  also  up  in  1981/82  though 
acreage  devoted  to  this  activity  is  declining. 

The  International  Sugar  Council  met  in  London  in  May  and,  following  agree- 
ment on  BET's  for  1983  and  1984,  confirmed  extension  of  the  International 
Sugar  Agreement  for  those  years.  It  also  agreed  on  a  stepped-up  stocking 
program  in  an  attempt  to  strengthen  prices. 


CENTRIFUGAL  SUGAR 

NORTH  AMERICA; 

Canada.  Sugar  beet  production  for  1981/82,  USDA  estimates  will  hit  1.15 
million  tons,  yielding  an  estimated  135,000  tons  of  sugar.  This  compares 
with  901,000  tons  of  beets  and  92,000  tons  of  sugar  produced  during 
1980/81.  The  upturn  largely  stems  from  a  10  percent  increase  in  area  har- 
vested as  well  as  improved  yields.  Higher  price  guarantees  helped  spur 
increased  plantings  especially  in  Manitoba  and  Quebec. 

Mexico.  Cane  production  for  1981/82  was  31.0  million  tons,  2.4  million  tons 
greater  than  1980/81.  Sugar  outturn  is  estimated  at  2.6  million  tons,  up 
only  slightly  from  the  previous  year.  Sugar  mill  yields  fell  below  expecta- 
tions as  processing  inefficiencies  and  labor  problems  continue  to  plague  the 
sugar  sector. 

United  States.  Estimates  for  beet  and  cane  sugar  production  for  1981/82  are 
set  at  5.54  million  tons,  compared  with  5.35  million  produced  during  the 


previous  season.  The  U.S.  harvested  area  of  sugar  beets  was  498,000 
hectares,  up  3  percent  from  a  year  ago.  Yields  increased  in  all  growing 
areas  to  an  average  49.7  tons  per  hectare  nationally  compared  with  44.2  tons 
per  hectare  in  1980/81.  The  1981/82  sugar  beet  crop  was  24.7  million  tons, 
up  16  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  Estimates  for  mainland  U.S.  cane  sugar 
and  Hawaiian  cane  sugar  for  1981/82  dropped  to  2.5  million  tons,  161,000 
tons  less  than  1980/81  levels. 

USDA  attributes  the  slight  downturn  in  cane  sugar  output  to  a  severe  freeze 
in  Florida  in  mid-January  and  yield  reducing  prolonged  dry  weather  in  Hawaii. 


SOUTH  AMERICA; 

Argentina.  The  sugar  production  estimate  for  1981/82  is  1.62  million  tons 
from  14.88  million  tons  of  cane.  This  is  a  6-percent  decline  in  sugar  out- 
put reflecting  a  drop  in  area  harvested  spurred  by  the  decline  in  interna- 
tional sugar  prices  since  early  1981.  Each  year  the  Government  of  Argentina 
sets  production  quotas,  though  mills  can  produce  out-of-quota  sugar  for 
direct  export  as  raw  sugar. 

Brazil.  Sugar  production  for  1981/82,  USDA  expects,  will  equal  last  year's 
level  of  8.5  million  tons.  Brazil  harvested  a  record  90  million  tons  of 
cane  from  1.73  million  hectares  in  1981/82.  About  40  percent  of  Brazil's 
sugar  output  is  concentrated  in  the  Center-South  (harvest  takes  place  June 
through  mid-November).  The  remainder  of  Brazil's  huge  sugarcane  harvest 
takes  place  in  the  North-Northeast  part  of  the  country,  September  through 
mid-April. 

Chile.  1981/82  beet  sugar  production,  USDA  predicts,  will  drop  to  140,000 
tons,  compared  with  267,400  tons  the  previous  year.  This  significant  fall 
in  production  stems  from  a  45  percent  reduction  in  beet  planted  area  stem- 
ming from  reduced • prices  offered  to  farmers  and  the  closing  of  some  process- 
ing plants.  Despite  the  decline,  Chile  remains  the  only  significant  beet 
sugar  producer  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere. 

Colombia.  Raw  sugar  production  for  1981/82  will  rise  to  1.26  million  tons 
from  12.0  million  tons  of  cane,  USDA  predicts.  This  represents  a  slight 
increase  over  1980/81  levels  due  to  improved  yields  and  a  small  increase  in 
area  harvested.  Colombia  reported  outbreaks  of  both  sugarcane  rust  and  smut 
in  1981,  though  current  information  indicates  that  these  potentially  yield 
reducing  diseases  are  under  control. 

Ecuador.  Estimates  for  raw  sugar  production  for  1981/82  is  estimated  at 
344,000  tons,  7  percent  less  than  the  year  before.  Harvested  cane  area  was 
slightly  up  in  1981/82,  yields  were  off  due  to  lower  use  of  fertilizer  and 
pesticides. 

Guyana.  Production  of  sugar  this  season  will  likely  reach  316,000  tons,  13 
percent  above  the  previous  year,  but  still  well  below  production  target 
levels.  Unseasonall^y  wet  weather  during  the  first  quarter  of  1982  adversely 
affected  sucrose  content.  This  combined  with  labor  problems  and  machinery 
problems  at  mills  dampened  production  prospects. 


Peru.  Data  indicate  that  1981/82  sugar  production  will  be  650,000  tons, 
compared  with  493,000  tons  in  1980/81.  Expanded  area  harvested  along  with 
more  favorable  weather  combined  to  yield  7.0  million  tons  of  cane,  1.9 
million  tons  greater  than  1980/81. 

Uruguay.  Beet  and  cane  sugar  production  for  1981/82  is  estimated  at  88,000 
tons,  16  percent  above  1980/81  levels.  The  upturn  was  due  largely  to  an 
improved  beet  crop  of  365,000  tons  from  which  49,000  tons  or  56  percent  of 
sugar  is  expected.  Though  beet  yield  per  hectare  was  down  due  to  a  dry 
summer,  sucrose  content  was  up  resulting  in  4.08  tons  of  beet  sugar  per 
hectare  in  1981/82,  compared  with  3.5  tons  the  previous  season. 

Venezuela.  1981/82  sugar  production  is  up  33  percent  because  of  improved 
yields  over  a  larger  area  harvested.  Farmer  support  prices  stimulated  a 
return  to  the  planting  of  sugarcane  which  had  fallen  off  over  the  past 
several  years.  Despite  this  season's  success,  Venezuela  remains  plagued 
with  a  cane  rust  problem  and  rapidly  rising  production  costs,  especially  for 
labor. 


CARIBBEAN; 

Cuba.  Sugar  production  for  1981/82  should  be  7.0  million  tons,  up  9  percent 
from  last  year  and  3  percent  from  USDA's  initial  estimate  for  1981/82.  The 
upward  revision  in  Cuba's  production  estimate  implies  that  Cuba  is  recover- 
ing from  the  severe  impact  of  sugarcane  rust  which  hit  the  island  in  1978. 
Hundreds  of  thousands  of  hectares  of  cane  land  reportedly  have  been  replant- 
ed with  new  rust  resistent  varieties. 

Dominican  Republic.  1981/82  production  will  likely  rise  to  11.2  million 
tons  of  harvested  cane  yielding  1.1  million  tons  of  sugar.  Area  harvested 
for  the  1981/82  crop  is  up  5  percent  from  the  previous  year.  Yields, 
however,  are  relatively  poor  as  reduced  use  of  fertilizers  and  heavy  rains 
dampened  yield  potential  as  well  as  the  cane  to  raw  sugar  ratio. 

Puerto  Rico.  1.75  million  tons  of  sugarcane  will  likely  be  processed  in 
Puerto  Rico  during  the  1981/82  season.  The  processing  campaign  started  late 
in  February  because  of  unresolved  labor  negotiations.  Normally,  the  later 
the  campaign  starts  the  lower  sugar  output  is  likely  to  be  as  sucrose 
recovery  potential  tends  to  decline  as  the  season  nears  May.  Sugar  produc- 
tion in  Puerto  Rico  continues  to  decline  and  is  expected  to  drop  to  only 
122,000  tons  this  year,  compared  with  175,000  tons  in  1978/79.  The  decline 
is  due  to  reduced  area  in  cane,  mill  closings  and  the  shift  at  some  mills 
from  processing  sugar  to  processing  high-test  molasses  for  production  of  rum. 

Other  Caribbean.  Haiti's  raw  sugar  output,  USDA  predicts,  will  reach  55,000 
tons  in  1981/82,  17  percent  greater  than  production  from  the  previous  sea- 
son. The  harvest  and  mill  operations  in  southern  Haiti  are  reportedly  in 
excellent  condition.  Northern  mills  are  experiencing  field  to  mill  trans- 
portation problems.  Data  indicate  that  Jamaica  will  produce  sufficient  cane 
to  yield  an  estimated  205,000  tons,  about  the  same  as  last  year  but  still 
well  below  output  for  the  1977-1980  period.  Trinidad-Tobago  is  expected  to 
harvest  1.2  million  tons  of  cane  during  1981/82,  yielding  80,000  tons  of 
sugar.  Recent  heavy  rains  created  harvest  problems  resulting  in  an 
estimated  16  percent  drop  in  output  compared  with  last  year. 


CENTRAL  AMERICA: 

Costa  Rica.  1981/82  production  of  sugar  will  likely  be  194,000  tons  from 
2.24  million  tons  of  cane.  Area  harvested  was  up.  slightly  but  the  crushing 
of  some  immature  cane  reduced  sugar  extraction  rates. 

El  Salvador.  USDA  expects  sugar  production  for  1981/82  to  be  185,000  tons 
from  2.09  million  tons  of  cane,  both  up  slightly  from  the  previous  year. 
Cane  yields  are  higher  than  1980/81  at  72  tons  per  hectare,  but  sugar  mill 
yields  are  off  due  to  processing  problems.  Area  harvested  has  been  trending 
downward  in  recent  seasons. 

Guatemala.  Cane  harvested  area  is  likely  to  be  around  81,000  hectares 
yielding  5.68  million  tons  of  cane.  Sugar  yields  should  reach  500,000  tons, 
compared  with  442,000  tons  produced  in  1980/81  when  immature  cane  was  har- 
vested to  cover  sugar  shortages  in  the  local  market. 

Honduras.  Sugar  production  for  1981/82,  USDA  estimates,  will  be  218,000 
tons  from  2.27  million  tons  of  cane,  up  slightly  from  1980/81.  Honduras' 
cane  yields  are  comparable  with  other  Central  American  producers  with  73 
tons  of  cane  and  7  tons  of  sugar  per  hectare  estimated  for  this  season's 
crop. 

Nicaragua.  For  1981/82  about  37,000  hectares  should  produce  2.92  million 
tons  of  cane  yielding  230,000  tons  of  sugar.  Both  cane  and  sugar  yields  are 
reported  to  be  very  good  as  disease  and  pest  problems  were  down  and  mills 
operated  at  higher  levels  of  efficiency. 

Panama.  Sugar  production  for  1981/82  will  likely  be  225,000  tons  from  2.93 
million  tons  of  cane.  This  represents  a  5  percent  increase  in  cane  output 
and  the  best  yields  in  3  seasons.  In  recent  years  Panama's  sugar  industry 
has  made  considerable  efforts  to  plant  more  smut-resistant  varieties.  This 
season's  results  appear  to  confirm  that  these  efforts  are  beginning  to  pro- 
vide positive  results. 


EUROPEAN  COMMUNITY; 

Belgium.  Sugar  beet  production  for  1981/82  should  hit  a  record  7.71  million 
tons,  compared  with  5.88  million  tons  the  previous  season.  Exceptionally 
high  average  yields  boosted  sugar  production  to  1.06  million  tons,  21  per- 
cent greater  than  1980/81.  While  area  harvested  was  up  11  percent  in 
1981/82,  weather  was  the  decisive  factor  in  this  season's  record  outturn. 

Denmark.  Excellent  growing  conditions  produced  record  yields  of  43.5  tons 
per  hectare  resulting  in  a  1981/82  beet  tonnage  of  3.35  million  tons,  10 
percent  higher  than  1980/81  levels.  From  this  beet  crop  an  estimated 
522,000  tons  of  sugar  was  produced,  compared  with  464,000  tons  the  previous 
season. 

France.  Total  beet  sugar  output  for  1981/82  will  likely  reach  a  record  5.48 
million  tons,  30  percent  above  the  previous  season.  Beet  yields  in  1981/82 
were  up  13  percent  to  54.1  tons  per  hectare.  Estimates  put  beet  tonnage  at 
33.28  million  tons.   In  addition  to  very  favorable  growing  conditions  for 


most  of  the  season  (heavy  rains  did  cause  some  harvest  problems  in  northern 
France)  ,  area  harvested  was  up  17  percent  to  615,000  tons  as  good  sugar 
prices  at  planting  time  last  spring  spurred  higher  beet  acreage.  France  is 
the  EC's  largest  beet  sugar  producer  and  ranks  second  in  the  world  behind 
the  USSR  in  total  beet  sugar  output. 

West  Germany.'  Last  spring,  German  farmers  encouraged  by  relatively  high 
world  market  prices  for  sugar  in  1980  and  early  1981,  planted  a  record 
464,000  hectares  to  beets,  12  percent  higher  than  the  year  before.  Favored 
by  good  growing  conditions  they  harvested  24.3  million  tons  of  beets,  yield- 
ing a  record  3.69  million  tons  of  sugar.  This  compares  with  1980/81  when 
they  produced  19.1  million  tons  of  beets  yielding  2.99  million  tons  of 
sugar.  West  Germany  ranks  second  behind  France  as  the  EC's  largest  beet 
sugar  producer. 

Greece.  1981/82  sugar  output  will  likely  rise  to  313,000  tons  or  72  percent 
above  1980/81  production.  This  significant  upturn  in  output  reflects  a  54 
percent  increase  in  harvested  beet  area  as  well  as  improved  yields.  USDA 
credits  the  upturn  in  acreage  to  the  government's  timely  announcement  to 
farmers  of  beet  price  increases  for  the  1981  season.  The  year  before,  there 
was  a  significant  delay  in  announcing  sugar  crop  prices  and  as  a  result  many 
Greek  farmers  shifted  to  other  crops,  particularly  hybrid  corn. 

Ireland.  Weather  favored  Irish  sugar  beet  production  this  season  as  yields 
were  above  1980/81  levels.  These  higher  yields  combined  with  a  small  in- 
crease in  beet  area  yielded  180,000  tons  of  sugar,  13  percent  above  1980/81 
levels. 

Italy.  1981/82  sugar  beet  output  was  a  record  17.29  million  tons,  compared 
with  13.25  million  tons  the  previous  season.  Area  harvested  and  yields  per 
hectare  were  up  8  and  20  percent,  respectively,  to  produce  record  beet 
tonnage  from  which  Italy  produced  a  record  2.21  million  tons  of  sugar. 

Netherlands.  Beet  harvested  area  was  up  only  modestly  in  1981/82,  but  out- 
standing growing  conditions  resulted  in  another  record  crop  for  the  EC.  The 
Netherlands  produced  an  estimated  7.06  million  tons  of  beets  in  1981/82 
yielding  1.12  tons  of  sugar.  For  1980/81  beet  tonnage  was  6.18  million  tons 
from  which  936,000  tons  of  sugar  was  produced. 

United  Kingdom.  British  farmers  reduced  beet  planted  area  somewhat  in  1981, 
however,  higher  yields  due  to  good  growing  conditions  resulted  in  a  good 
beet  crop  of  7.46  million  tons.  Reports  indicate  post-harvest  losses  but 
sugar  output  is  expected  to  be  1.2  million  tons,  comparable  to  levels 
achieved  in  1980/81. 

OTHER  WESTERN  EUROPE; 

Austria.  Beet  area  harvested  was  up  16  percent  for  the  1981/82  season, 
however,  excessively  wet  conditions  during  the  fall  prevented  beets  from 
reaching  maturity.  Rain  also  delayed  the  completion  of  the  harvest  until 
mid-January.  As  a  result,  beet  sugar  yields  are  off  from  earlier  expecta- 
tions at  474,000  tons,  down  slightly  from  1980/81  production  levels. 


Finland.  Weather  conditions  during  the  summer  and  early  fall  were  most  un- 
favorable to  optimal  beet  production.  As  feared,  yields  per  hectare  were 
off,  averaging  only  21.1  tons  per  hectare  as  opposed  to  28.1  tons  the  season 
before.  Both  beet  tonnage  and  sugar  output  were  down  from  1980/81  levels  at 
676,000  tons  and  99,000  tons,  respectively. 

Spain.  1981/82  sugar  production  was  1.11  million  tons  compared  to  968,000 
tons  the  previous  season.  All  but  a  few  tons  of  the  estimated  sugar  output 
was  derived  from  beets.  Spain's  sugar  beet  acreage  for  1981/82  reached 
220,000  hectares,  20  percent  above  1980/81  levels.  Persistent  drought  and 
reduced  usage  of  fertilizers  due  to  high  prices  lowered  yields  sharply. 
However,  the  lower  yields  were  more  than  offset  by  the  expansion  in  area 
harvested  as  beet  tonnage  and  beet  sugar  were  7.89  million  tons  and  1.10 
million  tons,  respectively. 

Sweden.  Spring  and  summer  1981  weather  conditions  were  almost  ideal  for 
optimal  sugar  beet  production.  These  conditions  led  to  higher  yields  — 
area  harvested  was  relatively  stable  —  and  a  2.48  million  ton  beet  crop 
yielding  356,000  tons  of  sugar.  For  1980/81  beet  tonnage  reached  2.26 
million  tons  from  which  Sweden  produced  312,000  tons  of  sugar. 

Switzerland.  The  Swiss  also  enjoyed  good  beet  growing  conditions  during 
1981  the  result  of  which  were  record  yields  estimated  at  64.4  tons  per 
hectare.  The  beet  and  sugar  output  were  also  records  at  902,000  tons  and 
132,000  tons,  respectively.  This  represented  a  34  percent  increase  in  the 
beet  crop  and  a  28  percent  jump  in  sugar  production  from  1980/81  levels. 


EASTERN  EUROPE; 

East  Germany.  For  most  of  the  1981  growing  season  East  Germany  enjoyed  good 
growing  conditions  for  sugarbeets.  However,  harvest  delays  and  periods  of 
heavy  rains  at  the  end  of  harvest  dampened  prospects  somewhat.  Neverthe- 
less, sugar  output  for  1981/82  was  still  up  969,000  tons  from  8.04  million 
tons  of  beets,  compared  with  767,000  tons  of  sugar  and  7.03  million  tons  of 
beets  for  1980/81. 

Poland.  Despite  shortages  of  fertilizers  and  insecticides,  Poland  enjoyed 
almost  perfect  sugar  beet  growing  conditions  during  the  1981  growing  sea- 
son. Beet  yields  per  hectare  for  1981/82  averaged  33.9  tons  versus  22.0 
tons  for  the  previous  season.  These  excellent  yields  combined  with  a  some- 
what larger  area  devoted  to  beets  resulted  in  a  record  beet  crop  of  15.85 
million  tons  from  which  it  produced  1.87  million  tons  of  sugar.  Beet  pro- 
duction for  1981/82  is  up  sharply  from  the  weather  reduced  1980/81  sugar 
beet  crop  of  only  10.14  million  tons  yielding  1.13  million  tons. 

Romania.   Generally  favorable  weather  in  Romania's  northern  beet  growing 

regions  aided  beet  production  as  the  1981/82  crop  is  likely  to  be  6.45 

million  tons,  16  percent  higher  than  the  1980  crop.  Sugar  output  should  be 

663,000  tons  from  the  1981/82  crop,  compared  with  553,000  tons  from  the 
previous  season. 


Yugoslavia,   Beet  yields  are  also  up  this  season  due  to  favorable  weather. 
Area  planted  to  sugar  beets  was  up  15  percent  as  producers  reacted  to 
improved  sugar  prices.   Beet  production  for  1981/82,  USDA  predicts,  will  be 
6.14  million  tons  yielding  853,000  tons,  up  20  percent  from  the  1980/81 
sugar  output. 


USSR; 

USSR.  Soviet  beet  sugar  production  is  likely  to  be  6.0  million  tons,  down 
1.1  million  from  USDA's  initial  forecast  and  900,000  tons  from  1980/81. 
Poor  seed  resulted  in  thin  stands  which,  along  with  drought  last  summer, 
reduced  the  Soviet  beet  crop  to  only  60.6  million  tons,  compared  with  79.6 
million  a  year  earlier. 


MIDDLE  EAST; 

Turkey,  Sugar  beet  support  prices  for  the  1981/82  crop  rose  substantially, 
encouraging  Turkish  farmers  to  expand  acreage  to  358,000  hectares,  36  per- 
cent above  1980/81  levels.  Yields  per  hectare  are  also  up  due  to  good 
growing  conditions  resulting  in  an  estimated  beet  crop  of  6.14  million 
tons.  Sugar  output  from  this  large  beet  tonnage  should  be  853,000  tons,  20 
percent  greater  than  sugar  output  from  the  1980/81  crop. 


AFRICA; 

Egypt .  USDA  predicts  total  sugar  output  for  1981/82  to  reach  690,000  tons 
of  which  96  percent  is  cane  sugar  and  the  remainder  beet  sugar.  The  total 
sugar  output  is  up  5  percent  from  1980/81  levels  as  the  Government  of  Egypt 
continues  its  efforts  to  increase  production  by  increasing  the  area  in  cane 
and  growing  beets  on  newly  reclaimed  land. 

Kenya.  The  drive  to  be  self-sufficient  in  sugar  dropped  back  somewhat  in 
1981/82  as  production  was  391,000  tons,  down  9  percent  from  the  previous 
year.  While  producer  prices  increased,  growers  faced  skyrocketing  costs  for 
fertilizers  and  pesticides  and  expanding  transportation  costs  from  farm  gate 
to  mill.  As  a  result  of  this  cost-price  squeeze  many  farmers  backed  away 
from  expanding  cane  production  and  others  opted  to  diversify  to  other  crops. 

Morocco .  Total  sugar  production  for  1981/82  is  likely  to  rise  to  346,600 
tons,  85  percent  from  beet  sugar  and  15  percent  from  cane  sugar.  This 
represents  a  5  percent  increase  over  1980/81  and  reflects  in  large  part  the 
significant  increases  in  cane  production  spurred  by  expanded  area  har- 
vested. Beet  production,  the  larger  and  more  established  of  the  sugar 
sectors,  topped  2.11  million  tons,  down  4  percent  from  1980/81. 

Nigeria.  1981/82  sugar  production  USDA  predicts,  will  be  55,000  tons,  com- 
pared with  42,000  tons  and  32,000  tons  for  the  two  previous  years,  respec- 
tively. Sugar  cane  production  for  1981  should  be  280,000  tons  as  cane  area 
harvested  as  well  as  yields  continue  to  trend  upward.  Despite  these  ad- 
vances in  domestic  production,  Nigeria  remains  a  large  importer  of  sugar — it 
will  probably  need  about  600,000  tons  in  1981/82  to  meet  domestic  needs. 


South  Africa.  The  1981/82  sugarcane  crop  in  South  Africa  showed  a  remark- 
able recovery  after  the  drought-stricken  1980/81  crop.  Sugar  production  for 
1981/82  should  finish  at  2.2  million  tons  from  19.5  million  tons  of  sugar- 
cane, compared  with  1.7  million  tons  from  14.1  million  tons  of  cane  the 
previous  year.  South  Africa  remains  Africa's  largest  sugar  producer  and 
ranks  as  the  ninth  largest  cane  sugar  producer  in  the  world. 

Zimbabwe.  Cane  sugar  production  for  1981/82  continues  to  trend  upward  with 
an  estimated  3.53  million  tons  harvested  in  1981/82,  compared  with  3.23 
million  tons  the  season  before.  The  growth  in  cane  output  is  due  to 
increased  harvested  area  as  well  as  improving  yields.  Sugar  output  in 
1981/82  is  likely  to  be  390,000  tons,  up  from  358,000  tons  and  300,000  tons 
for  the  previous  two  years. 


ASIA; 

Bangladesh.  USDA  forecasts  1981/82  sugar  production  at  a  record  195,000 
tons,  up  significantly  from  the  previous  three  years.  The  increase  is  due 
in  large  part  to  government,  incentives  to  growers  to  sell  their  cane  to 
government  mills  rather  than  to  produce  home  made  gur  (see  non-centrifu-  gal 
sugar  section).  The  1981/82  sugar  cane  crop  should  be  7.0  million  tons,  2.3 
million  tons  of  which  went  for  the  production  of  centrifugal  sugar.  The 
year  before,  only  1.83  million  tons  of  cane  were  available  to  produce 
155,000  tons  of  centrifugal  sugar. 

China.  Total  Chinese  sugar  production  for  1981/82  is  likely  to  be  3.36 
million  tons  of  which  cane  sugar  production  accounts  for  almost  80  percent 
or  2.66  million  tons.  Cane  tonnage  was  25.0  million  tons,  up  2.2  million 
tons  owing  to  improved  yields  over  a  larger  area.  Beet  tonnage  climbed  to  a 
record  700,000  tons  in  1981/82  yielding  an  estimated  640,000  tons  of  beet 
sugar.  In  recent  years,  sugar  beet  cultivation  has  increased  in  China's 
Northern  Provinces  (Heilongjiang  is  the  largest  beet  producing  province)  to 
supplement  sugarcane  grown  in  more  tropical  and  subtropical  areas  of  the 
country. 

Indonesia.  1981/82  cane  output  should  be  15.75  million  tons  yielding  1.5 
million  tons  of  sugar.  This  represents  an  11  percent  increase  from 
1980/81.  The  increase  in  output  is  based  largely  on  increased  cane  area  on 
the  island  of  Java  in  response  to  large  increases  the  fixed  producer  price 
which  took  place  prior  to  the  1981  planting  season.  Total  harvested  cane 
area  in  Indonesia  for  the  1981/82  crop  was  210,000  hectares,  compared  with 
192,000  and  189,000  hectares  for  the  previous  two  years. 

India.  Total  centrifugal  sugar  production  for  1981/82,  USDA  predicts,  will 
jump  to  a  record  8.51  million  tons,  compared  with  6.53  million  tons  in 
1980/81.  This  season's  record  production  consists  of  7.45  million  tons  of 
regular  centrifugal  sugar  plus  1.06  million  tons  of  Khandsari  sugar  (native 
semi-white  centrifugal  sugar) .  The  increase  in  output  over  1980/81  was 
largely  due  to  higher  cane  prices,  which  brought  increased  plantings,  and 
good  weather. 


Japan,  Total  sugar  output  this  season  should  be  760,000  tons  of  which  beets 
and  cane  sugar  account  for  66  and  34  percent,  respectively.  For  1981/82 
beet  tonnage  was  3.35  million  from  which  Japan  produced  500,000  tons  of 
sugar.  Reduced  beet  yields  per  hectare  resulted  in  a  250,000  ton  drop  in 
beet  output  -  despite  a  14  percent  in  area  harvested.  Cane  output,  in  con- 
trast, was  2.16  million  tons  yielding  260,000  tons  of  sugar.  This  compares 
with  1980/81  when  cane  tonnage  totaled  2.09  million  tons  and  sugar  produc- 
tion reached  240,000  tons. 

Philippines.  Raw  sugar  production  in  the  Philippines  may  drop  to  2.25 
million  tons,  5  percent  below  the  2.37  million  tons  produced  in  1980/81. 
The  decline  is  due  mainly  to  unfavorable  growing  conditions  on  the  island  of 
Negros.  Northern  Negros  had  extremely  dry  weather  during  the  early  stages 
of  plant  growth  resulting  in  reduced  yields.  Despite  the  downturn,  the 
Philippines  was  able  to  maintain  its  position  among  the  world's  top  10  cane 
sugar  producers. 

Malaysia.  Sugar  production  continues  to  trend  slowly  upward  with  output 
placed  at  61,000  tons  this  season,  compared  with  89,000  and  52,000  tons  for 
1980/81  and  1979/80,  respectively.  Growth  has  come  through  a  combination  of 
improved  yields  over  a  larger  cane  area.  Malaysia's  sugarcane  production, 
however,  remains  well  below  the  processing  capacity  of  mills  which  continue 
to  rely  heavily  on  imports. 

Pakistan.  Raw  centrifugal  sugar  output  during  1981/82  is  likely  to  rise  to 
a  record  1.26  million  tons  of  which  1.23  million  is  cane  sugar  and  the 
remainder  beet  sugar.  Cane  sugar  production  is  up  significantly  over  last 
season's  879,000  tons  due  to  increases  in  harvested  area,  excellent  growing 
conditions,  and  increased  use  of  yield  improving  inputs.  The  most  influen- 
tial cause  of  the  upturn  was  the  higher  guaranteed  mill  gate  price  paid  to 
growers  for  their  cane.  This  factor  pushed  up  the  share  of  harvested  cane 
destined  for  processing  into  centrifugal  sugar.  As  a  result,  an  estimated 
37  percent  of  the  record  cane  harvest  of  34.57  million  tons  went  toward 
centrifugal  sugar  production.  This  compares  with  1980/81  when  the  cane 
harvest  was  32.36  million  tons  and  only  21  percent  or  12.09  million  tons 
went  to  centrifugal  production.  Despite  these  changes  Pakistan's  farmers 
continue  to  channel  the  bulk  of  the  cane  harvest  into  non-centrifugal  sugar. 

Taiwan.  Sugarcane  production  for  1981/82,  USDA  predicts,  will  rise  to  8.0 
million  tons,  yielding  an  estimated  810,000  tons  of  sugar.  This  compares 
with  1980/81  totals  of  7.98  million  tons  of  harvested  cane  yielding  770,000 
tons.  The  slight  increase  in  cane  output  is  due  to  improved  yields  from 
83.9  tons  per  hectare  in  1980/81  to  85.1  tons  per  hectare  this  season. 

Thailand.  Sugar  output  for  1981/82  should  hit  a  record  2.5  million  tons 
from  28  million  tons  of  sugarcane,  up  significantly  from  the  previous 
season's  levels  of  1.7  million  tons  from  18.7  million  tons  of  cane.  Growth 
in  Thai  cane  output  was  largely  the  result  of  expanded  area,  better  growing 
conditions  and  more  intense  use  of  inputs.  Harvested  area  was  up  some 
800,000  hectares,  as  Thai  farmers,  encouraged  by  attractive  sugar  support 
prices,  shifted  more  land  into  cane. 
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OCEANIA; 

Australia,  1981/82  cane  production  may  jump  to  a  record  25.14  million  tons 
from  315,000  hectares.  This  compares  with  1980/81  cane  tonnage  of  24.05 
million  tons  from  289,000  hectares.  Adverse  weather,  particularly  heavy 
rains  and  flooding  early  in  the  1981/82  season  dampened  what  would  have  been 
even  higher  output.  In  addition,  strikes  at  mills  led  to  an  extended  crush- 
ing season  adversely  affecting  sugar  yields.  These  problems  notwithstand- 
ing, Australia  produced  a  record  3.55  million  tons  of  sugar  in  1981/82, 
compared  with  3.39  million  in  1980/81  and  2.97  million  tons  in  1979/80. 
This  season's  record  sugar  output  pushed  Australia  into  fourth  position 
among  the  world's  largest  cane  sugar  producers. 


NON-CENTRIFUGAL  SUGAR 

Production  of  non-centrifugal  sugar  from  sugarcane  takes  place  in  many 
countries  of  the  world,  but  is  traditionally  most  important  in  South  Asia. 
USDA  predicts  that  India,  the  world's  largest  producer  of  non-centrifugal, 
will  produce  about  7.0  million  tons  of  non-centrifugal  sugar,  called  gur  in 
South  Asia,  during  the  1981/82  season.  This  compares  with  6.6  and  5.9 
million  tons  produced  in  1980/81  and  1979/80,  respectively.  Despite  this 
year's  increase  in  gur  output  —  largely  due  to  the  record  cane  harvest  of 
178  million  tons  —  gur's  share  of  total  cane  utilization  has  been  declin- 
ing. Because  of  low  gur  prices  in  recent  years  more  and  more  farmers  are 
marketing  their  cane  at  centrifugal  sugar  mills.  India's  centrifugal  sugar 
production  for  1981/82  is  estimated  at  a  record  8.51  million  tons  (including 
1.1  million  tons  of  semi-white  Khandsari  centrifugal  sugar). 

Pakistan's  production  of  gur  for  1981/82  should  hit  1.6  million  tons,  14 
percent  greater  than  the  estimated  output  during  1980/81.  Roughly  17 
million  tons  of  cane  will  likely  be  .  used  in  the  production  of  gur  in 
1981/82,  an  estimated  38  percent  of  total  cane  processed  went  to  centrifugal 
sugar,  compared  with  only  21  percent  in  1979/80. 

Non-centrifugal  sugar  production  in  Bangladesh  for  1981/82  should  reach 
565,000  tons,  but  down  slightly  from  the  previous  season.  This  is  in  sharp 
contrast  to  centrifugal  sugar  production  for  1981/82  which  is  up  26  percent 
to  195,000  tons  and  reflects  government  incentives  to  producers  to  sell 
their  cane  to  government  owned  mills  rather  than  to  produce  homemade  gur. 
Despite  this  shift,  gur  remains  the  primary  user  of  sugarcane  taking  4.7 
million  tons  or  about  two-thirds  of  the  7.0  million  tons  of  cane  harvested 
in  1981/82.  Centrifugal  sugar  remains  a  luxury  for  to  most  Bangladeshies 
and  consumption  depends  on  its  price  relative  to  gur. 

Colombia's  production  of  non-centrifugal  sugar,  called  panela  in  Latin 
America,  declined  8  percent  in  1981/82  to  710,000  tons.  Area  planted  to 
sugarcane  for  panela  should  be  at  240,000  hectares  for  the  1980/81  season, 
down  7  percent  from  the  previous  year.  Colombian  farmers,  as  elsewhere,  are 
more  frequently  marketing  their  cane  for  centrifugal  processing  because  of 
the  declining  demand  for  panela  by  many  consumers  who  are  shifting  to  cen- 
trifugal sugar. 

USDA  predicts  that  Philippines  production  of  non-centrifugal  sugar,  called 
muscovado  locally,  for  1981/82  will  be  around  26,000  tons,  down  considerably 
from  earlier  years.   In  addition  to  the  fact  that  farmers  are  channeling 
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more  cane  into  centrifugal  sugar,  farmers  on  the  principal  muscovado  produc- 
ing island  of  Panay  have  been  switching  much  of  their  traditionally  musco- 
vado destined  cane  area  into  corn  and  cotton. 

In  these  and  many  other  sugarcane  producing  countries,  the  area  set  aside 
for  growing  cane  for  non-centrifugal  sugar  production  is  declining.  This 
trend  stems,  in  large  part,  from  government  programs  which  provide  growers 
with  incentives  to  sell  their  cane  to  mills  for  processing  into  centrifugal 
sugar  rather  than  traditional  on-farm  or  local  non-centrifugal  processing. 
It  appears  also  that  this  development  is  facilitated  by  improvement  in 
farm-to-mill  transporation  networks  in  many  countries.  Better  and  more  ex- 
tensive rural  roads  provide  farmers  with  increased  options  in  the  marketing 
of  their  cane.

THE  INTERNATIONAL  SUGAR  AGREEMENT 

The  May  1982,  meeting  of  the  International  Sugar  Council  (ISC) ,  the  governing 
body  of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement,  confirmed  the  two-year  extension 
that  had  been  agreed  to  "in  principle"  at  last  November's  meeting.  This  was 
made  possible  when  the  group  approved  a  freezing  of  1982  basic  import  tonnage 
(BET)  levels  for  1983/84.  The  Council  also  agreed  to  an  acceleration  of  the 
ISA  stocking  level. 

As  a  part  of  the  BET  decision,  the  ISC  agreed  to  special  tonnages  of  824,000 
and  236,000  tons,  respectively,  for  India  and  Peru,  countries  which  recently 
re-established  exports  after  periods  of  low  output.  Also,  Cuba  was  allowed  a 
75,000  ton  increase  in  its  "special  arrangement"  whereby  it  ships  ex-quota 
sugar  to  various  socialist  countries. 

With  regard  to  the  acceleration  of  stock  accumulation,  the  ISC  agreed  that  it 
will  reach  the  full  2.5  million  ton  stock  accumulation  by  December  31,  1983 
rather  than  the  previously  prevailing  target  date  of  July  1984.  The  Council 
also  decided  to  maintain  the  stock  fund  levy  at  its  current  level  of  $1.65 
per  ton.  This  will  mean  that  it  will  reduce  the  loan  level  to  exporters  to 
finance  stock  carrying  costs. 
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The  Council  approved  a  revised  estimate  from  its  Statistics  Committee  which 
shows  the  following  situation  for  1982:

The  fact  that  this  figure  is  considerably  below  the  actual  effective  quota 
(85  percent  of  BET's)  of  about  16.5  million  tons  indicates  there  probably  is 
little  hope  in  bringing  prices  back  into  the  ISA's  13-23  cent  target  range 
in  the  near  future. 


ACP  QUOTAS 

A  factor  in  the  operation  of  both  the  International  Sugar  Agreement  and  in 
the  proposed  Caribbean  Basin  Initiative  of  the  current  U.S  administration  is 
the  so-called  ACP  quota  system  in  the  European  Community.  The  "ACP" 
countries  are  largely  those  ex-colonial  areas  in  Africa,  the  Caribbean  and 
the  Pacific  which  acquired  this  special  status  through  the  Lome  Convention 
following  the  entry  of  the  United  Kingdom  into  the  European  Community.  The 
quotas  entitle  the  countries  holding  them  to  ship  certain  quantities  of 
sugar  into  the  EC  at  guaranteed  prices  that  are  normally  well  above  world 
prices.  Because  the  EC  is  prone  to  cut  back  those  quotas  by  any  shortfalls 
that  may  occur,  the  countries  in  question  usually  give  first  priority  to 
filling  them.  In  the  case  of  ISA  this  means  that  an  ACP  country  will  fill 
its  EC  quota  before  shipping  to  the  world  market  against  its  ISA  quota.  In 
the  case  of  the  proposed  CBI  it  means  those  countries  would  be  likely  to 
ship  to  the  EC  before  taking  advantage  of  their  special  situation  in  the 
U.S.  market.  ACP  quotas,  by  country,  for  the  first  two  years  of  the  Lome 
Convention  and  for  the  1981/82  and  1982/83  quota  years  (July/June)  are  as
